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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1 0, the applicant argues on 
pages 15-16 that Surace user is not the claimed user. It is because, the claimed features of claim 10 are all for a particular claimed user. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. It is because, the suscriber of Surace is interpreted as the claimed user. The 
subscriber is performing all the claimed features by the Surace system. 

The applicant further argues on page 1 7 that Surace does not teach storing the specified personality information in a user profile having 
preference information for a user. It is because the actor performs this feature and if the actor is the claimed user it raises confusion. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument for the following reason:

at step 304, the developer selects the personality type. 

at step 306, an actor with the required personality is chosen. 

at step 316, the actor records the prompt. 

after the prompt is recorded, the consumer calls into the system and the recorded prompt is generated (with the required personality) 
and played back to the consumer. 

Therefore, it is clear that the subscriber/developer [i.e., user] not the actor stores the selected personality type on a profile and then 
virtual host is generated using the selected personality type (see page 12, paragraphs 0145-0147,0149). 

Thus, the rejection of the claims in view of Surace and Hachiya will remain.. 
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
